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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to tine amendment filed 5/1 3/2008. 

2. Per applicants' request, claims 1, 8, 13, and 17 have been amended; claims 2-5, 
9-12, 14-16, and 18-20 have been canceled. 

3. Claims 1 , 6-8, 1 3, and 1 7 are allowed. 

Examiner's Statement of Reason(s) for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior arts of record (i.e. Hiew et al (USPN 7,1 10,936), Hunt (USPAP 

2002/0032804) and Carini (USPN 5,740,443), taken alone or in combination fail to 

teach or reasonably suggest "creating a method that comprises the blocl< of code, 
replacing the block of code at the copy location in the application with a first invocation 
of the method, adding a second invocation of the method at the paste location" as 
recited in claim 1 . Similar concepts are found in claims 8, 13, and 17.
